with an extreme width of thirty-seven 
miles. It has an area of 5,300 square miles, 
and in the northern part is extremely mount- 
ainous. The mountains stop the rain clouds 
brought by the trade winds from the north- 
east and give that section of the island an 
abundance of moisture. Severe droughts in 
-the south make irrigation necessary. 

In general, however, the island is well 
watered. It has 1,300 streams, of which 
forty-seven are considerable rivers. Some 
of these are navigable for some distance. 
The land in their valleys is of great richness, 
as are also the great inland plains. Herds 
of fine cattle are raised on these, and crops 
of sugar, coffee, tobacco, rice, cotton, and 
tropical fruits grow luxuriously. 

The forests are rich with valuable woods 
and such minerals as gold, copper, coal, lead, 
and salt are found in more or less abun- 
dance. The forests have been little worked, 
while little attention is paid to any of the 
minerals with the exception of salt. Gold 
is found both in nuggets and in dust, 
the latter being discovered in the rivers that 
flow out of the mountains. 

There are many navigable lagoons along 
the north coast of the island and harbors 
are numerous. Many of them, however, are 
exposed to the trade winds and others are 
filled up with sand. The only harbors that 
are considered safe are Guanica and Hovas 

-on the south and San Juan on the north

coast. 
The population of Puerto Rico is more 
than 800,000. Almost one-half are negroes. 


There are also many Chinese. The Euro- 
pean element is made up of people from the 
continent, mainly from Spain and the north- 
ern countries. The capital of the island is 
San Juan, with a population of 23,000. Ponce 
is the largest and most important city and 
boasts a population of 38,000. San German 
is the second largest, with 31,000. 

San Juan occupies a small island off the 
north coast and connected with the main is- 
land by means of bridges. It was founded by 
Ponce de Leon in 1511. It is a place of some 
strength. The Governor’s palace is in the 
old fort of Santa Catalina. There are also 
a@ palace, erected by the adventurous Ponce 
de Leon, a cathedral, a town-house, a the- 
ater, and other public buildings. The har- 
bor is one of the best in the island, with an 
entrance comparatively unobstructed, and 
having along the wharves a depth at high 
water of from ten to cighteen feet, 

Like Ireland, Puerto Rico has no reptiles 
of any sort, but it has enough rats to make 
up for any deficiency in the line of snakes. 
Another peculiarity about the island is the 
scarcity of wild animals, birds, and flowers, | 


At times there has been much déstruction 
caused by hurricanes, those of 1742 and 1825 
being particularly disastrous. Of late years 
the interior has been much improved by 
the building of roads, and 300 miles of rail- 
road is in process of construction in the 
island. 

The government is in the hands of a Cap- 
tain Generai appointed by Spain. He is 


President of the Royal .Audienela, and is. 


assisted by a junta composed of military 
officers. The colony also elects Representa- 
tives to the Cortes. For administrative pur- 
poses the island is divided into seven prov- 
inces, with the military penal station, the 
Island of Viequez, attached as an eighth. 

The history of Puerto Rico is romantic. 
Columbus discovered the island in November 
of 1493. At that time it was called by the 
natives Borinquen, and supported, accord- 
ing to the chroniclers, about 600,000 people.

Before 1896 both imports 
and exports ranged higher than during 1897, 
but a strong recovery seems to be taking 
place. In addition to the United States the 
island sells largely to Great Britain, France, 
and Germany. The merchants on the island 
are mostly Spanish and foreigners, while the 
farming is done by people with mixed Span- 
ish and native blood. :

Was a Brave Officer. 


Ensign Bagley, who was killed, was a 
native of North Carolina. His mother, Mrs. 
W. H. Bagley, resides at 125 South street, 
Raleigh, N. C. His full name is Worth 
Bagley, and he was appointed to the Naval 
Academy in September, 1891, from the 
Fourth District of North Carolina. He 
graduated June 30 last year and was ap- 
pointed an Ensign on the day following. 
While a cadet attached to the academy he 
was assigned to make cruises on the Texas, 
Montgomery, Indiana, and Maine. Upon 
being appointed an Ensign last July he 
was assigned to duty on the Indiana, but 
in the following month was transferred to 
the Maine. He served on that ship until 
Nov. 23 last, when he was ordered to the 
Columbian iron works for duty in connec- 
tion with the Winslow, which was under 
construction at that time. When it was 


completed and put in commission last De- 


cember he was attached to it and remained 
there until the moment of his death. 


An expression from his mother is awaited. 


as to the disposition of the remains of ‘the 
young Officer, but it is believed that the body 
will be sent north from Key West with a de- 
tail of naval officers. 

Lieutenant John Baptiste Bernadou, re- 
ported wounded, is one of the most dashing 
and venturesome young officers in the naval 
service. It was because of this quality that 
he was selected for the command of the 
Winslow, as it was known that the service 
required would be of the most hazardous 
character. Lieutenant Bernadou is really 
an expert in torpedo work. He watched the 
building of the Winslow almost from the 
time the keel was laid and took command of 
it immediately upon its acceptance by the 
government. 


He was born in November, 1858, in Phila- 


delphia, and was appointed to the Naval 
Academy by Presidént Grant in 1876. He 
was a midshipman in 1882 and an Ensign, 
junior grade, in March, 1883. In June of the 
following year he received his appointment 
as a full Ensign. In 1892 he became a Lieu- 
tenant, junior grade, and attained his full 
Lieutenancy in 1896. 

John Varveres, oiler, was a native of Smyr- 
na, Asia, but a naturalized citizen of the 
United States. He had been in the navy 
about three years and nine months. His 
next of kin is his father, George Varveres. 

John Denfee, fireman, first-class, was born 
in Kilkenny, Ireland, but was naturalized 


and had been in the naval.service about five 


‘years. His next of kin-is his mother, Mar- 
garet Denfee, who lives tn Kilkenny.

May Be French Gunners. 

New York, May 12.—[Special.]—A dis- 
patch to the World from Washington says: 
“The possibility of diplomatic complica- 
tions between the United States and France 
is suggested by this question, which is agitat- 
ing naval officers at the capital tonight: 
Did French experts man the guns that car- 
ried death to five American sailors on the 
Winslow yesterday? 

“The suspicion directed against France 
is due to two causes—the recent blockade 
running experience of the French steamship 
Lafayette, which was released after being 
held up by the blockading fleet, and the im- 
provement of the gunners manning the guns 
on Spanish forts. 

“Their improvement has been so notice- 
able, according to naval experts, that it in- 
dicates the introduction of new and experi- 
enced hands, when considered with the pre- 
vious work of the Spanish gunners, who 
could not send a shell within half a mile of 
a man-of-war, much less strike a 140-ton 
torpedo boat.’’ 


OFFICIAL REPORT IS SENT IN. 


Commander Todd, It Appears, Gave the 
Order Which Proved Disastrous 
to the Winslow. 


Washington, D. C., May 12.—[Special.}— 
At 10 o’clock tonight the Navy department 
reccived tho following official report of the 
Cardenas disaster: 

“Key West, Fla., May 12.—Secretary 
Navy, Washington, D. C.: Commauder *

“The arrival of the Wilmington and the 
Winslow off Cardenas this morning led me 
to confer with Commander Todd of the 
Wilraington on the subject of attacking and 
cutting out three small gunboats in the har- 
bor.

It 
was struck several times, one engine dis- 
abled, the steering gear shot away, and one 
boiler disabled. Its commanding officer was 
wounded, but not seriously. Ensign Bag- 
ley was fatally wounded and died before he 
could be brought on board the Wilmington. 
John Vavareres, oiler, and John Deneefe, 
first-class fireman, were killed on board the 
Winslow. Two other youhg men were fa- 
tally wounded, one of them, J. V. Meek, a 
first-class fireman, dying in a boat while 
being transferred to his ship; the other, Jo- 
siah Tunett, ship’s cook, first-class, after 
being brought on board. The Wilmington 
was only struck twice. No casualties ex- 
cept on the Winslow. The handling of the 
Winslow in the hot fire was highiy meri- 
torious.’ 

“The commanding officer of the Wins- 
low desires through me to commend to the 
department the general conduct of his crew, 
especially that of Chief Gunner’s Mate 
Brady. Lieutenant Bernadou of the Wins- 
low reports:

Washington, D. C., May 12.—[Special.]}— 


Navy department today in regard to the 
navy was a surprise anda shock to the au- 
thorities. The meager account’ furnished 
in the official dispatch from Key West of 
the disaster on board the torpedo boat Wins- 
low left much to conjecture pending the 
more detailed accounts which have come 
through the press dispatches. 

Naval officers generally were able to guess 
that this first fatality of the war was due 
to the hardihood of an overzealous naval 
Lieutenant, who had been placed in com- 
mand of the torpedo boat on account of 
his well-known intrepidity and fearlessness. 
Lieutenant Bernadou has always had the 
reputation, gained while he was at the 
Naval Academy, of being a daring officer. 
No blame is likely to be attached to the 
record of this officer in an official way, for 
it: will be recalled that the qualities which 
recommended him for the command of a 
torpedo boat promised to lead to just such 
a calamity as occurred in Cardenas har- 
bor. 

The naval engineers were especially in- 
terested in the disaster, since it afforded 
them a technical example of the merits of 
water-tube boilers, in behalf of which they 
have been arguing for some time. The fact 
that the ship was not entirely wrecked 
and that both’ boilers were not blown up 


is attributed to the use on board the Wins- } 


low of coil boilers. A so-called shell boil- 
er, the engineérs said, would have exploded, 
and the second boiler not directly reached 
by the projectile would also have blown up, 
with the chance that everybody on board 
would have met death. 

The event suggested to the engineers the 
urgént necessity of having a repair vessel 
in the vicinity of Key West. As it is the 
Winslow must be brought probably to Nor- 
folk for extensive repairs, which possibly 
might be made if the Vulcan, which is still 
delayed in equipment at Boston, had been 
with the blockading squadron.

CLAIM VICTORY AT CIENFUEGOS. 


Spaniards at Havana Send Word to Ma- 
drid of the Encounter on the 
South Coast. 


Madrid, May 12.—The following dispatch 
has been received from Havana: 

Early yesterday morning four American 
warships fired repeated cannon shots at 
Cienfuegos. In the meantime, several steam- 
boats towing eight large hoats loaded with 
arms and ammunition for the rebels ap- 
proached the shore. Several battalions of 


the boats, which speedily retreated. 

“At the same time the batteries of the 
fort and others along the coast fired upon 
the Americans, who retreated, but again 
attempted to make a landing on the banks 
of the River Tremao. The Spaniards again 
repulsed_them by hot volleys, inflicting 
heavy loss. Fourteen Spaniards were 
wounded.”’ 


SENDS THE NEWS TO MADRID. 


Captain General Blanco, in His Official 
Dispatches, Claims a Victory 
at Cardenas. 


Madrid, May 12.—A dispatch from Havana 
Says: 

“At 8 o’clock yesterday morning three 
large and three small American ships ap- 
peared off Cardenas. A small boat was de-. 
tached with some marines, who landed near 
the fort and seized it. They also seized the 
semaphore station, taking the coast guards 
prisoners. 

“In the meantime the warships began a 
furious cannonade. Cardenas does not pos- 
sess defenses of any kind, and only the lit- 
tle gunboats Ligera and Antonio Lopez were 
in port.. They replied to the attack. The 
Antonio Lopez was disabled, but 300 volun- 
teers defended the town, prevented the 
landing, and compelled the American ships 
to retire with considerable loss.

“Captain General Blanco has congratu- 
lated the authorities of Cardenas.”’

TROOPS FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


Spain Gives Orders for the Immediate 


Movement of Reinforcements 
for the Islands. 


[SPECIAL CABLE} 

Barcelona, May 12.—[Copyright, 1897, by 
W. R. Hearst.J]—The transatlantic liner 
Colon has left here for Cadiz with urgent 
orders from headquarters to embark troops 
for the Philippines. | 

About thirty officers and 1,500 troops have 
arrived at Barcelona. 

A state of siege has been proclaimed 
throughout Spain. The civil and military 
authorities seem to have entirely lost their 
heads. The surveillance of foreigners and 
the censorship of the mails are absurdly ex- 
aggerated. 

Republican papers are fanning the flames 
and preparations are being made for a revo- 
lution at the first opportunity. 

Arrangements were made to mob General 
Primo Rivera when he arrived here yes- 
terday from the Philippines on the steamer 
Leo XIII. Crowds began to gather early 
at the quay and by the time the vessel was 
signaled nearly 4,000 angry Spaniards, 
about one-half of whom were soldiers, had 
assembled ready to make it hot for the man 
whose incompetency and blundering had left 
Manila a prey to Admiral Dewey’s fleet. 

Rivera told me he had left Manila several 
days before the combat. Hesaid: ‘‘ When 
1 first heard the news of defeat, when we 
touched at Port Said, I thought the Spanish 
must have been insane to allow Dewey's 
fleet to enter the bay, but now I see that the 
Yankees are caught in a rat trap, and will 
be unable to get out. I cannot believe any 
surrender possible. Dewey may cannonade 
and bombard from his ships, but if the 
Americans attempt to land they must be.

Commodore Dewey ceased fire 
and asked permission of the forts to destroy 
the burning ships. Admiral Montejo replied: 
‘The ships are at your mercy; do as you 
like.’ The American fire was resumed till 
the Spanish squadron was completely an- 
nihilated. 

“The Captain of the Boston, who carried 
the flag of truce, said: *‘ You combated us 
with four bad ships, not warships. We 
have never seen braver fighting under such 
unequal conditions. It is a great pity you 
exposed your lives on vessels not fit for 
fighting.’ 

‘**Commodore Dewey sent a message to 
Admiral Montejo as follows: ‘I have pleas- 
ure in clasping your hand and offering my 
congratulations on the gallant manner in 
which you fought.’ Admiral Montejo at- 
tributed the responsibility of his defeat to

MERRITT’S AUTHORITY ABSOLUTE, 


Washington, D. C., May 12.—[Special.]— 
General Wesley Merritt, who is the senior 
Major General of the army next to Miles, 
spent the day in Washington arranging the 
details of the expedition to the Philippines. 
He left for New York tonight, where he will 
arrange his personal affairs and leave for 
San Francisco within two orthree days. He 
will go to Manila with the first military ex- 
pedition. 

At his recommendation General E. 8. Otis, 
who has been made a Major General of vol- 
unteers, will command a division of the Ma- 
nila expedition. A telegram was sent Gen- 
eral Otis tonight directing him to leave Den- 
ver at once for San Francisco and take 
charge of the expedition and take charge of 
the troops who will form a part of it until 
Genera] Merritt arrives on the Pacific coast. 

General W. M. Graham, now in command 
of the Department of the Gulf and who was 
recently relieved from duty with the Cuban’ 
expedition, which it was at one time intended 
he should command, is also spoker. of asa 
commander of a division of the Manila ex- 
pedition. General Graham was all day at the 
War department and had several confer- 
ences with Secretary Alger and General 
Miles. 

General Graham is anxious for duty under 
General Merritt, as is also General W. R.. 
Shafter, who was recently in command of 
the Department of California and is familiar 
with the regulars and many of the volunteer 
troops which will form a part of the expedi- 
tion to the Philippines. General Shafter has 
been in charge of the troops at New Orleans 
and it is a question whether he or General 
Graham will be sent with the Philippine ex- 


pedition. 
Scarcity of Transports. 


General Merritt found that it would be im- 
possible to secure transports for the entire 
expedition and that it will be necessary for 
them to take the twelve or fifteen thousand 
troops in sections, and unless additional 
steamers are chartered there is promise that 


' it will be three months before the entire 


force which it is planned to send from the 


Pacific coast will te landed at Manila. 


The following telegram was tonight sent 
by the Secretary for War to the Governors 
of the States of Wyoming, California, Kan- 
@as, Montana, Nebraska, Utah, North Da- 
kota, and Idaho: . 
-“ Tt is desired that troops of your State 
as soon as mustered, armed, and equipped, be 


sent to San Francisco. Please inform mej ka 


when it will be possible for your troops to 
move. If not fully equipped, but sufficiently 
so to travel, it may be considered best to 
have them go, and complete equipment, eta, 
at San Francisco. A detailed statement of 
the situation as to your troops is requested 
as soon as it is possible for you to give it.’’ 
This telegram will furnish General Mer- 
ritt with a force of volunteers of nearly 
11,000, or, to be exact, 10,923, according to 
the repurts of the numerical strength of the 
troops selected. Of this quota Wyoming 
will send one battalion of infantry which had | 
originally been ordered to Washington; Cal- 


ifornia will furnish one regiment of infantry 
of the two regiments which are available in 
that State; Kansas will furnish one regiment 
of infantry originally ordered to Washing- 
ton; Montana will furnish one regiment of 
infantry which it was originally intended to 
retain on the Pacific coast as a reserve; Ne- 
braska will furnish one regiment of in- 
fantry originally intended for Chickamauga; 
Utah will send two light batteries of ar- 
tillery and one troop of cavalry, which have 
already been ordered to San Francisco: 
North Dakota will send two battalions of 
infantry originally ordered to Washington; 
and idaho will send a similar force which 
was ordered to San Francisco last Monday. 
The .subsistence department has awarded 
contracts for one million rations and has 
made arrangements for transporting pro- 
visions and field supplies for 12,000 men.
